EARTH ALMONDS or GRASS NUTS 


With the increasing in- 
terest in hog-raising in the 
South, there should be a 
corresponding increasing 
interest in hog-feeding 
crops that are about equal 
to corn in feeding value, 
and that can be fed cheap- 
er. Hogs not only fatten 
quickly on them, but the 
meat is sweeter than when 
corn-fed; some claim it is 
equal to that of peanut- 
fed hogs. 


Any land suitable. for 
corn, cotton or. peanuts 
will make a profitable crop 
of chufas, but they do best 
on light sandy soils. Plant 
from April ist till July 1st 
in 24 to 3-foot rows, drop- 
ping three to five chufas 
together, 15 to 18 inches 
apart in the row and cover 
2 inches deep.
